I ilots. 

The Department of Transport of 
the Dominion Government has laid 
down definite regulations govern¬ 
ing Civil Aviation Certificates is¬ 
sued to pilots in the following 
Departments of Aviation: 

1. Commercial Air Pilot. 

2. Public Transport Pilot. 

3. Private Air Pilot. 

(1) —Commercial Air Pilot. 

(a) He must toe free from any 
disease or disability which may 
render him incompetent in the 
management of aircraft. He must 
possess heart, lungs, kidneys and 
nervous system capable of with¬ 
standing the effects of altitude 
and prolonged flight. 

(b) He must possess visual 
acuity equal to 80 per cent for 
both eyes. Glasses may be worn 
if necessary. The field of vision 
of each eye and colour perception 
must be normal. 

(c) He must possess auditory 
acuity to toe able to hear the 
v hispered voice for one yard for 
either oar. 

(d) Nose and throat must per¬ 
mit free breathing. 

(e) General considerations: A 
good family and personal history 
with particular reference to ner¬ 
vous stability and the absence of 
any personal, mental, moral or 
physical defect which might inter¬ 
fere '• ifch flying e "fenci ncy. He 
must also be free front any wound 
injury, surgical operation or any 
abnormality which will interfere 
with the efficiency and safe hand¬ 
ling of aircraft. 

(2) —Age. 

No certificate will be granted 
before the age of 17. 


| (3)—Education. 

i Matriculation is not absolutely 
necessary tout it is highly desira¬ 
ble. The applicant should have a 
vood knowledge of Algebra, Geo¬ 
metry and Trigonometry and 
Physics. 

(4) —Training. 

(a) A yetr cf study in a course 
of general aviation at a technical 
■chocl, such as the Institute of 
T:chno’.ogy and Art at Calgary. 

(to) Training in a flying school. 
To qua'ify at least 100 hours ot 
solo flying and 6 months of ground 
school work on rigging, engine 
theory, aerodynamics, meteorology, 
airmanship and elementary navi¬ 
gation. 

(5) —Cost of Training. 

Fes necessary for training 
wo Id be at least $1,000, board and 
books extra.
